15 March 2000] is directed to method and system for providing a customized browser 
network, more specifically, using the browser in order to retrieve information over the 
internet that provides the technique to merge the browser and web page into one 
combined module, further allows to access specific web page information such as 
graphics, links, promotions and site maps that are conventionally displayed on the web 
site may be moved to the browser [see abstract, page 1, col 2, 001 1] 

The newly cited art [published date: 1/6/1998-1/9/1998] by Saridakis T et al., is 
directed to customized remote execution of web agents, more specifically agent based 
solutions are promising for ameliorating web services, since they promote the modular 
construction of web servers, relieve the network from transferring useless data, support 
user mobility. The fist aspect refers to the execution primitives that define the size of 
the environment where an agent can be executed., also defining the interaction points,
